EAST JORDAN - Any- 
one who knows Laura Ma- 
son, knows that she loves to 
quilt. Laura was born in 
Wyandotte, MI. In 1974, her 
family moved to a forty-acre 
farm in East Jordan where 
she continues to reside.

I’ve since 
worn out several cutting 
mats,” she says. 

To date, Laura has 
made at least 100 quilts; 
from wall hangings to 
king size quilts. “My fa- 
vorite quilts are the Log 
Cabin and Lone Star 
quilts. My first Log 
Cabin quilt won the 
People’s Choice Award 
when it was displayed at 
the Jordan River Arts 
Council in May of 1992. 
Thad made it for my old- 
est sister and brother-in- 
law as a wedding gift 
but they didn’t get it un- 
til the week after be- 
cause the quilt show 
took place the same 
weekend that they were 
married,” explains 
Laura.
